GIANT STEAMSHIP LEVIATHAN 
IN CONDITION FOR BUSINESS.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—It will cost $6,697,308 to recondition 
and put alongside the dock ready for passengers America’s 
54,000-ton passenger steamship, the Leviathan, according to the 
low bids submitted by shipbuilders and opened today by the 
United States Shipping Board. 

According to William F. Gibbs, chief of construction for the 
International Mercantile Marine Company, and officials of the 
Shipping Board, the bids were very reasonable. Such a ship 
bullt now would require $22,000,000 and cost the Hamburg- 
American Line a little over $12,000,000, Gibbs said. 

The ship, if she is rebuilt in accordance with present plans, 
will, Gibbs declared, be equal to any ship that was ever set afloat. 
She will have a speed of approximately twenty-four knots an 
hour and will be in a condition that could not be excelied if she 
were built entirely new from the keel up. : 

The specifications call for the work to begin in March, 1923.
